COX VERSUS CALDWELL. 

We have before alluded to the sever? 
rasping Gen. Cox administered to his 
Accidency in the disenssion at Oxford. 
One of the most telling points made 
by General Cox was in that part of his 
speech in reference to bis Accidency’s 
prying into the seercts of the Grand 
Jury roscm. 

The Governor, in his desperation, ar- 
raigned the Democratic-Conservativ- 
party for cruelty to the convicts con- 
fined in the Penitentiary, and by ex- 
tracts from the testimony of notorious 
felons endeavored to establish the 
charge. 

His Accidency also alleged that the 
Grand Jury of Wake was composed
